<osf of a postage stamp fllclie<i from 
the Oovernment. to more than |18,- 
000 atolen by evading cuatoma du- 
ties. 

Most of the persons who send 
money to this fund try to keep tlieir 
idi'ntity a secret. Some of them dis- 
Kuisi' llieir haiidw ril inn or purpose- 
pre- 
cautions are unnecessary, however, 
for the Treasury official holda all 
auch communicatlona conHdentlal; 
in fact it is the one department of 
the Oovernment where wrongdoers 
may confess and iii;iki> restitution 
without fear of prosecution. 

Moat of theae lettera come from 
women whose wrongdoing, aa a 
rule, involvea amall transactions. 
Men contribute greater amounts 
than women; their crookedness usu- 
ally consists in smucKliii;; and 
otlii r sucli Irauds. by wliicli tlie 
<'overnnieiii is cheated df lar!;e 
sums. A few years ago the letters 
of most ' of theae people revealed a 
atrong religioua feeling, and there 
can be little question of the sincer- 
ity of the writers. In b;iril times 
people crow sprious ami think alKiut 
their sins. 

Of late yeara, since the period of 
greater proeperity began, the eontri- 
butlona have been Inoreaalng. This 

ia explained by the ofllctala aa being 
due to the fact that the law-break- 
ers have long realized flieir olillga- 
tions to the Coveriinient. but were 
Just v^aiting for a time when 
they would be more able, flaaneial- 
ly. to diacharge the debt. It ia 
aaid. bowarar, that for the Hoeal 
year Juat ended, the contributions 
to thia fund have been the smallest 
In 12 years. Conscience seems to 
have lost its voice for the time lie- 
Ing. 

Some odd otTenaea are confessed 
to In the lettera aecompaaying tbeae 
contrlbutioaa. One maa ia Chicago 
aeat la $1 with the atatement that 
be had atolen a small apple tree 
from the Oovernment orchard at Ft. 
.Shi-riilan sonic visirs liefore, and 
that lie ii()« wanted to make resti- 
tution. .Aiii.ilier dollar came from 
a penitent in the Weat, who con- 
fessed to baviag atolaa two abaata 
and a pillow egae from an Indian 
school. Many amall contributions 
conic froi'i iiersons who wish to 
make reparation for liaving used 
<'anceled stamps for sending letters, 
i One contributor to this fund 
found that hp had made a mistake 
in bla rackonlag aad in a aubae- 
queat latter aaked tbat tba niatake 
be reotllad. It aaaaia Ibat this man 
had brought a ring from Paris and 
thought It to bi' very Valuable. 
When he arrived in port In this 
<'ottntry he placed on it a valuation 
that ba waa aure waa much below 
the actual value, la ordar to eaaape 
payBMBt of a bigb duty.
